FOES ARE DODGING 
ISSUE ON UTILITIES, 
TALMADGE CLAIMS 


Opponents’ “Silence 
Thundering,” Governor 
Tells DeKalb Crowd. 
Recordin Office Outlined 


By L. A. FARRELL. 

Declaring that utility rates are the 
only important issues of the guberna- 
torial campaign, Governor Eugene 
Talmadge Monday night called upon 
his opponents to quit dodging this 
most important issue and reveal their 
stand on power and light charges, 
telephone rates, bus and truck rates 
and railroad passenger and freight 
rates, 

Speaking before a tremendous crowd 
at the DeKalb county courthouse 
in Decatur, a crowd which braved 
threatening weather to hear the chief 
executive's first campaign speech in 
a “six-vote” county, the governor 
asserted that “the silence of the op- 
position on utility rates is thunder: 
ing,” adding that the only answer is 
that his opponents are against the 
lowered rate structures. 

The great crowd was estimated at 
between 10,000 and 12,000 by Sheriff 
Jake Hall, of DeKalb county. The 
entire sheriff's force, including Mr. 
Hall, the entire city and county po- 
lice departments, each headed by their 
chief, were on duty from 7 o'clock 
until 10:30. These officers were aided 
by a motorcycle detail from Atlanta 
in handling the crowd which was 
massed at the east side of the court- 
house, banked across the street in 
front of the (’andler hotel and block- 
ing all intersections save that used 
by street cars, 

The crowd was in an enthusiastic 
mood and cheered the governor time 
and again. As Governor Talmade went 
into the claims of his opposition the 
applause became tumultuous and sev- 
eral times he was halted as long as 
five minutes by the cheering. 

Cuts Won Rail Employes. 

The chief executive said that the 
success in his fight for lowered freight 
rates was what won him the indorse- 
ment and support of the railroad em- 
ployes belonging to the “big four” 
railroad brotherhoods. 

“All during my fight for lowered 
freight rates the engineers, firemen 
and condnctors. the men who man 
the trains, came into my office and 
told me “Talmadge stick by your 
guns, we know you are right,” he 
said. “The reduced rates will put more 
men to work and more trains to run- 
ning and that fact won me the un- 
qualified support of those thousands 
of men who make their living running 
the trains.” 

“My opponents have not opened 
their mouths regarding this all-impor- 
tant issue.” the governor went on. 
“In less than two years in office I 
have reduced light and power bills, 
slashed telephone rates, bus and truck 
rates and cut passenger and freight 
rates, but not a word have you heard 
from the others on this. Their silence 
can only mean that they are against 
these reductions.” 

As he completed his address, Gov- 
ernor Talmadge called upon his hear- 
ers to tell him if they had been saved 
money by the policies of his adminis- 
tration and practically every hand in 
the throng went up.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 20.—(/)—A 
government Joan on cotton at a fig- 
ure around present market prices 
probably qill be the administration's 
answer within the next few days to 
the threat of a general textile strike 

and other bearish factors. 
Responsible officials today reported 
that recommendations for the loan had 
been made to the president and all 
that remained was his approval. Mr, 
Roosevelt last year authorized the 10- 
cent-a-pound loan on the staple. Mil- 
lions of dollars were saved for south- 

ern farmers as a result. 


Under the loan plan the government 
would advance farmers who wish to 
hold their cotton the price agreed 
upon—12 1-3 or 13 cents, probably. 

No Loss to Farmer. 

Should cotton fall below the loan 
price and stay. there, the government 
would take the loss. But if it rises 
above the figure, farmers could repay 
the government, sell the cotton and 
take the profit. 

A group. of southern senators, in- 
cluding Bankhead, Alabama; Smith, 
South Carolina, and Thomas, Okla- 
homa, advocated recently that such 
loans be made on wheat and corn as 
well as cotton. 

A corn loan plan was in effect for 
the 1933 cro, but officials said today 
that cotton | 0 mmodity 
likely to be tndieaed, ter ti present, 
at least, in the loan arrangement. 

A figure of 12 1-2 cents a pound 
has been suggested for the advances 
to cotton growers but so has 13 cents 
a lint pound. 

Officials said this would be decided 
by Mr. Roosevelt and it was added 
that “he also will say whether there 
will be any loan at all.” 

It was known, however, that those 
directly concerned felt the program 
would be approved. 

Price. 


nereases 

In effect, the loan would be a price- 
fixing arrangement, since it assures 
the average farmer a minimum figure 
for his crop. 

Cotton was below 10 cents last 
when the administration put its loan 
plan into effect. Little of the staple 
found its way to market until the 
price reached the 10-cent figure. 

Several factors have caused _ the 
farm administration and other agen- 
cies interested to favor the loan on 
the south’s principal crop. 

A general textile strike may be 
called on September.1. This would 
shut down the mills just as the pick- 
ing season gets well under way. This 
might send the market sharply down- 
ward. 

Officials are confident that in time 
the price would rise again to 13 cents 
or above, but meanwhile the growers, 
or a considerable number of them, 
would have to dispose of their crop. 
They would not benefit by advances 
later in the season. 

See Large Carry-Over 

Cotton consumption is considerably 
below the figure last season. And 
even with the prospective short crop 
of 9,195,000 bales for this season, the 
cotton carry-over next year probably 
will be above that of average years 
in the past. 

On the other hand, both wheat and 
corn, ravaged by the drouth, face the 
prospect of having their carry-overs 
cut to normal or below. :

ley’s city administration. 

Senator Long, backed with the state 
militia, a private army.and a host of

tember 11 primary election, spearhead 
of the embroglio, approached. 

Mayor Walmsley’s police stood at 
their arms, awaiting his orders, as he 
reaffirmed his intention to prevent 
Long’s “armed henchmen” from ap- 
pearing at the polls on election day. 

There was the impasse. 

Dynamite. 

Dynamite may be touched off by 
Long’s legislative committee investi- 
gation of governmental affairs in the 
city, which has been indefinitely sched- 
uled to start early this week. 

It was reliably reported the com- 
mittee has already. been selected, that 
counsel has been named, and that an 
immediate inquiry will be launched 
into New Orleans’ affairs. 

Walmsley called his old regular 
ward leaders to the city hall today 
and conferred with them for some 
time, but made no definite announce- 
ment. 

The investigating committee is not 
scheduled to make a formal report to 
the legislature until February, 19386, 
the same month in which the guber- 
natorial primary election will be held. 

To Hasten Probe. 

The committee, however, is empow- 
ered to hold open hearings at any 
time, and it was believed the quiz 
would be started immediately for its 
effect on the September election, in 
which hoth Long and Walmsley are 
supporting rival congressional candi- 
dates. 

Senator Long was laconic when 
asked when the investigation would be 
started. 

“They will find out about that in- 
vestigation so quick that they won't 
have to ask when it’s going to start,” 
he said. 

Walmsley, apparently, was waiting 
for Long to crack down before moving 
into a showdown struggle. , 

“We still have the courts and the 
courts have the power to enforce their 
orders,” the mavor said. 

Reminded that a court decree or- 
dering Long's militiamen out of the 
city registration office had been ig- 
nored, Walmsley shrugged his shoul- 
ders. 

“The court can swear in deputies to 
enforce its orders,” he replied. 

The discussion hinged immediately 
on the point that a situation of this 
nature would naturally involve a con- 
flict between the military power of 
Long and the civil authority of the 
judiciary.

‘made Thursday at Manchester, 


TALMADEE PLANS 
TRIS THIS WEEK 


Governor Speaks at Man- 
chester Thursday and 
Rockmart Saturday. 


Governor Talmdage’s second of three 
campaign addresses this week will be 
in- 
stead of Wednesday as _ previously 
‘stated. . , 

It was published Sunday that the 
Manchester speech was to be made 
Wednesday and it brought a frantic 
appeal from the committee in charge 
of the program to get an immediate 
correction. 


“Tell the papers to be sure to print 
that your speech here is Thursday,” 
the committee informed the governor. 
“We are expecting thousands of visi- 
tors here by daylight Thursday morn- 
ing, but if the papers don't. get the 
date correctly we will have them here 
Wednesday and Manchester is not big 
enough to hold all we are expecting.” 


The governor opened his week’s ac- 
tivities Monday night at Decatur and 
will conclude them with a speech Sat- 
urday at Rockmart. 


As the governor prepared for his 
three addresses, the most he has made 
in any one week since he opened his 
re-election campaign, his opponents 
continued their attacks on him, Judge 
Claude C. Pittman, of Cartersville, 
continuing his speaking tour in north 
Georgia and Ed A. Gilliam campaign- 
ing in the western section of the state. 

Judge Pittman will speak at 2) 
o’clock this afternoon at Douglasville, | 
the speech preceding the fourteenth 
game of a baseball series between 
Douglasville and Buford. Former 
Sheriff A. S. Baggett will be in 
charge of the Pittman program and 
Alpha Fowler, former state senator, 
will introduce the candidate. 

Petry Issues Statement. 

The Talmadge opposition was ‘speed- 
ed up Monday with another statement 
from organized labor attacking the 
governor, this one from O. E. Petry, 
of Atlanta, secretary and treasurer 
of the Georgia Federation of Labor. 
_“In an effort to defend his _posi- 
tion in attaacking the president,” 
Petry’s statement read, “Governor 
Talmadge has appealed to the workers 
of the state through the press. He 
distorts his own actions and follow- 
ing his usual custom in this contro- 
versy, misstates the facts. 

“The governor attempts to deceive 
the people of Georgia into believing 
that the appointment of the Georgia 
relief commission was his own thought 
and action. The facts are that the 
federal government compelled him to 
appoint the commission to stop the 
misuse of federal relief funds. 

“Governar Talmadge had been using 
relief money to pay extra salaries to 
members of his own staff. They were 
already receiving full-time salaries 
from the state treasury, while the 
unfortunate people for whose relief 
the money was provided were being 
forced to work for as low as 5 cents 
an hour. 

“One of the first official acts of 
Mr. Nance (A. Steve Nance, president 
of the Atlanta Federation of Trades) 
and other members of the commission 
was to eliminate the starvation wage 
of a nickel an hour instituted by the 
governor and substituted a minimum 
of 30 cents per hour in accordance 
with the recovery program of the 
president. 

“Governor Talmadge now denies 
that he favored 5 cents an hour, but 
the official records, together with the 
testimony of the thousands of citi- 
zens who were abused by: his policy 
and the merchants of Georgia who 
cashed their beggarly food orders 
know the truth despite his denial. 
Even when relief administrators in 
rural counties requested permission 
to pay $1 per day, this was denied 
and the rate was cut to a nickel an 
hour. 

Appointment of Huiet. 

Petry said the governor stated he 
put Ben T. Huiet, of Atlanta, on 
the public service commission ‘“be- 
cause he wanted a representative of 
labor on the commission.” 

“The governor deliberately fails 
to state that Mr. Huiet is not, and 
never hag been, connected with the 
organized labor movement and was 
at the time of his appointment a city 
alderman in Atlanta’ and stumped 
att state for the governor,” Petry 
said. 

“The governor insinuates that he 
did organized labor a favor by re- 
fusing requests for troops in two 
strike situations,” the statement con- 
tinued. “The governor admits there 
was no need for troops on either oc- 
casion and has much to say about 
sending A. Steve Nance and Lindley 
Camp to Rome on one occasion. As 
far as labor is concerned, Mr. Nance 
as a leader of the labor. movement 
voluntarily gave his time and serv- 
ices in an effort to settle the differ- 
ences there. Mr. Camp went as an 
official of the state.” 

Petry said that contrary to state- 
ments of the governor, the highway 
departthent is required by law to set 
& wage scale for federal aid roads. 

“Governor Talmadge has built a 
Straw-man about negro labor rolling 
a wheelbarrow for 40 cents an hour 
while white women are working for 
less,” Petry said. “In the first place 
where the code wages of 30 cents are 
being paid you will find an abundance 
of white men anxious to do the work 
and support their families, - 

“As for the white women in the 
field and the governor's appeal to 
race prejudice, let us say that or- 
ganized labor and the president’s re- 
covery program are doing everything 
governor done for her? Nothing, ex- 
governord one for her? Nothing, ex- 
cept to oppose viciously and stren- 
uously every effort of the president 
to help her. 

“Governor Talmadge states that 75 
per cent of the common labor on all 
highways is negro labor. That may be 
true with Whitley and his wage of 
10 cents an hour, although the af- 
fidavits submitted in United States 
court against Whitley were from 
white men.

~ PARALYSIS VACCINE 


PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 20.—( 
Dr. John A. Kolmer, Temple Univer- 
sity professor who claims’ discovery 
of a vaccine to prevent infantile 
paralysis, said today he plans to try 
it upon 20 children, including his own 
two sons. 

Deluged with requests for supplies 
of the vaccine from physicians over 
the country, Dr. Kolmer refused them 
until further vaccinations have been 
tried. Thus far he and his technical 
assistant, Miss Anna M. Rule, have 
been vaccinated. 

Two monkeys will be necessary for 
each child to be tested, he explained. 
In each case blood will be taken from 
the child and will be injected, with 
some paralysis virus, into a monkey. 

“Tf the monkey does contract the 
the disease,” Dr. Koimer said, “‘it will 
indicate that the child’s blood contain- 
ed anti-bodies which counteracted the 
effect of the virus and that the child 
is already naturally immune to the 


If the monkey does contract the 
disease then the child will be vacci- 
nated. The second monkey will then 
be used for a test after the vaccina- 
tion to see if the vaccination took. 
If the injection of the child’s blood 
and the live virus into the monkey 
does not result in a case of the dis- 
ease in the monkey it will indicate 
that the desired antibodies have been 
formed in the child as a result of the 
vaccination.” ig 

Replying to the criticism. of Dr. 
Lloyd hvanek: director of research of 
the Harvard infantile. paralysis com- 
mission, who said that a large pro- 
portion of persons are normally im- 
mune, Dr. Kolmer said, “We cannot 
permit many children to die just be- 
eause some of them might be immune 
without vaccination.”

Henry T. Rainey deprives the dem- 
ocratic party of one of its most 
picturesque and useful leaders. 

Speaker Rainey was not a mili- 
tant, virile leader, but his even tem- 
per, the calm and fair manner in 
which he went about the solution of 
difficult problems and his amiable 
and lovable nature made him an in- 
valuable cog in the democratic ma- 
chinery during a trying period of 
governmental reorganization. 

Few political leaders of recent 
years have possessed to the same 
degree the wholehearted respect and 
the confidence and affection of 
those with whom they labored. 
Stanch and determined in his sup-

HITLER OPPOSITION DOUBLES. 


day is the increase in the vote cast 
in opposition to the nazi regime 
cver that cast in the election held 
last November. 

Thirty-eight million two hundred 
seventy-nine thousand five hundred 
fourteen of the electorate voted 
‘“‘ves,"’ 4,278,808 filed ‘‘no” bal- 
lots and 871,056 ballots were 
marked ‘invalid.”” Thus the oppo- 
sition ballots constituted 9.8 per 
cent of the voting, as against 4.8 
in the election held only nine 
months ago. As most of the “‘in- 
valid” ballots were undoubtedly cast 
‘by voters opposed to Hitler, the 
ballots cast by those dissatisfied 
'with the fuehrer’s leadership un- 
'doubtedly constituted nearer 12 per 
cent of the total vote. 

On the face of even the latter 
percentage the election appears as 
a landslide indorsement of Hitler’s 
actions and policies. However, in 
view of the conditions under which 
the election was held, the result 
must be construed in a far differ- 
ent light, as the increase in the 
opposition vote means that either 
those dissatisfied with present con- 
ditions have become twice as nu- 
merous in nine months’ time, or 
else 2,000,000 voters who hesi- 
tated to vote in opposition to Hit- 
ler last November because of fear 
of nazi retribution have become 
more bold. In either event, a weak- 
ening of Hitler’s hold on the coun- 
try is indicated. 

The tremendous size of the ma- 
jority rolled up by the nazis is not 
as Surprising as the more than 
5,000,000 “‘no”’ and “invalid” votes 
|cast, when the conditions under 
| which the election was held and the 
‘campaign conducted by the govern- 
ment are taken into consideration. 
Practically since the day that Hin- 
denburg was buriedg an intensive 
campaign was carried into the most 
remote voting precincts in the 
country. While Hitler himself, and 
his ablest lieutenants, appealed di- 
rect to the voters, the newspapers, 
radio and great placards urged the 
electorate to vote ‘“‘ja.”” When elec- 
tion day came, the polling places 
were thickly surrounded, not only 
with black-shirted nazis but with 
groups of little children, singing 
songs the words of which ex- 
horted their elders to support the 
“fuehrer.”’ 

Despite the cajoléry, persuasion 
and threats, approximately one out 
of every eight voters cast his or her 
ballot against Hitler’s seizure of the 
presidency upon _ Hindenburg’s 
death, the issue submitted to the 
people in the plebiscite. 

While the election gives Hitler’s 
seizure of supreme power the re- 
corded indorsement of a huge per 
cent of the voters of the country, 
the increase in the opposition vote 
is a warning that the power of the 
nazis is waning. It probably means 
that Hitler and his lieutenants will 
go slow in future in again submit- 
ting a referendum to the people.

UN FREIGHT RATES 


IN PERSON

Commission Announces 
44 Rails Operating in 
State Put in Cuts. 


The 18 per cent reduction in “class” 
freight rates and the 14 to 17 per 


cent reduction in rates on shipments 
of naval stores and petroleum were 
placed into effect Monday by all of 
the 44 railroads operating in Georgia. 

The reduction was ordered by the 
Georgia public service commission. 

Chairman Jud P. Wilhoit, of the 
commission said that his board had 
received official acceptance from all 
of the carriers that the new rates were 
being put into effect. All of the car- 
riers, Mr. Wilhoit said, had reserved 
the right to ask the interstate com- 
merce commission to investigate the 
rate schedules providing they proved 
satisfactory. 

“All rates are subject to investi- 
gation by the I. C, C.,” the commis- 
sion chairman said. “Of course, the 
roads can ask an inquiry any time 
they want it. They could have asked 
it on the rates which were in effect 
before the cut was ordered.” 

The commission chairman said that 
his board had no fear of the ultimate 
result if the carriers ask an investiga- 
tion by the I. C. C. 

“We are prepared to justify every 
rate ordered,” Wilhoit said. 

The Atlanta & West Point road, 
the fourth major carrier in the state, 
notified the commission early Monday 
that it was taking the cut. 

Experts of the commission said 
Monday that the’ reductions would 
save the shippers of the state about 
$750,000 per year. 

The roads, it is understood, are re- 
vising their tax returns to make them 
the same as those made in 1933 and it 
is expected that Comptroller General 
William B. Harrison will accept the 
revised figures. While the railroads 
fought the reductions of the commis- 
sion, the comptroller general increas- 
ed their tax assessments a total of 
$144,000,000 in line with Governor 
Talmadge’s policy of “high rates, high 
taxes or low rates and low taxes.” 

It was pointed out Monday that 
if the roads pay taxes on the same 
valuation they paid in 1933 their as- 
sessments will be $16,000,000 more 
than they would have been had their 
original 1934 returns been accepted. 

The carriers accepted the cut aft- 
er a three-judge federal court had held 
that because the Johnson act makes it 
necessary for utilities to combat in- 
trastate rates in the state courts, it 
had no jurisdiction to entertian an ap- 
plication for an injunction. 

The new rates for Class “A” rail- 
roads vary from 30 cents per 100 
pounds of freight hauled five miles or 
less for first-class freight up to $1.25 
per 100 pounds for hauls of 460 miles. 

There are 12 classes of freight alto- 
gether. The rate for twelfth-class 
freight on Class “A” railroads varies 
from 5 cents per 100 pounds for five 
miles or under up to 22 cents per 100 
pounds for 460 miles. 

The cost of carrying first-class 
freight on Class “B” ranges from 39 
cents pere hundred pounds for hauls 
of five miles up to $1.61 per 100 
pounds for 460 miles. The Class “B” 
railroads will charge from 7 cents per 
100 for five miles up to 29 cents per 
100 pounds for 460 miles for twelfth- 
class freight.

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CHICAGO, Aug. 20.—()—Colonel 
Frank Knox, editor and publisher of 
the Chieago Daily News, tonight 
charged that the “profligate spending 
of public funds” and the “swift growth 


of bureaucraty” are threatening the 
American system of popular govern- 
ment. 

“If men are to be free. business 
must be free,” he declared in an ad- 
dress given under the auspices of the 
Crusaders, an organization originally 
formed to fight prohibition but now 
reorganized to campaign for what is 
termed individual freedom. 

Discussing the spending of public 
funds, Colonel Knox said: i 

“Already the total number of citi- 
zens who derive their entire support 
from the government pay roll of one 
sort or another include one in every 
five. This is a sufficient number, in 
our two-party system, to control any 
national election since the Civil 
War.” 

Under such a system, he said, “our 
popular institutions and our liberties 
will vanish just as they have for the 
peoples of Italy and Germany, in each 
of which countries but one political 
party is tolerated and permitted to 
exist.” .. | 

Colonel Knox asserted that both in 
debt and tax the nation is approach- 
ing the line of tolerance beyond which 
it cannot go without inviting complete 
fiscal disaster.

“Those measures of a purely emer- 
gency character which have been un- 
dertaken solely to increase employ- 
ment may be justified, but unless we 
halt the very definite plans now being 
put inte effect by many of those in 
high . administrative counsels, we 
shall find ourselves saddled with, and 
the victims of the greatest bureaucra- 
cy ever erected in the world. — 

Experience has shown, he said, that 
the vital economic policy of a free 
government and a free people must 
he a free competitive system of busi- 
ness, sufficiehtly regulated to prevent 
exploitation of the weak by the 
strong and sufficiency competitive to 
insure against monopoly. 

“Never lose sight of the fact that 
business must be free if men are to 
be free,” the publisher warned.

He spent 
little time in mourning the broken ro- 
But of all the girls who sigh- 
ed for him and for whom he sighed 
he probably loved Angelica the best.

A Far-sighted Hold-up. 
The hold-up in bridge, unlike the 
hold-up in a dark alley, is not among 
the statagems classed generally as 
robbery, but a member of the commu- 
nication family. The plays of this 


general group assume the important 
rale of an engineering corps. They 
are devices for building entries, for 
clearing and keeping open the lines 
of communication between the two 
hands of a partnership so that the 


B./| right to lead: may be transferred at 


will from one hand to the other. At 
the same time, th: mission of this 
very remarkable “engineering corps” 
is to attack and cut off communica- 
tions between the hands of the enemy. 

Usually there is one suit in which 
the opponents are particularly strong. 
If only one adversary holds any 
cards in that suit, to play them he 
must obtain the lead by means of a 
winning card in some other suit. If 
he holds no such card he will never 
obtain the lead and his established 
cards will be of no. value to him. But 
if his partner also holds cards in 
that strong suit, if either adversary 
obtains the Jead the suit can be used. 
It is therefore sound practice in many 
cases not to employ a stopper in the 
opponents’ strongest suit until such 
time as one opponent’s last ‘card in 
that suit has been played. It is this 
type of entry killing play that is 
known as “the hold-up.” It is particu- 
larly useful at no-trump and is em- 
ployed sometimes for the sole purpose 
of preventing one adversary from 
leading the suit and effecting its es- 
tablishment while his partner holds a 
side entry to cash the established 
tricks. ,

tricks which can immediately be won 
and must therefore prepare to devel- 
op the five additional tricks he 
needs for his contract. These can be 
procured by straight leads—simply 
leading out, clubs and then hearts 
until the adversaries take their aces, 
at which time three club tricks and 
two heart tricks will have made up 
the quota. But South must be careful 
lest, while he is relinquishing these 
two tricks,.the opponents will estab- 
lish many spade tricks and defeat his 
contract. 

South assumes that most of the 
spades are held by West, who opened 
tie suit. and he. is anxious that East, 
if he obtains the lead by means of 
one of the outstanding aces, shall 
be unable to continue spades and es- 
tablish West's long suit before the 
second ace is gone. The only hope 
for South lies in the chance that East 
originally held only two spades, so 
that after they have been led twice 
he will be unable to play the suit 
again. South therefore allows the 
queen to win the first trick agaiast 
him.

U. S. NOW MEMBER:

BACKED BY LEAGUE 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 20.—(7)— 
The United States agreed today to be- 
frome a member of the _ international 
labor organization, an adjunct of the 
League of Nations, designed to im- 
prove the working man’s conditions 
throughout the world, 

Acceptance by President Roosevelt 
of an invitation to join was made 
known by the state department. 
_Government representatives empha- 
sized that the acceptance, authorized 
by congress last session, does not in- 
volve the United States in any obliga- 
tions under the covenant of 
League of Nations. 

All League members and a few non- 
League members hold membership in 
the labor organization. 

Congress specified that United 
States membership in the group, 
“would not impose or be deemed to 
impose any obligation or agreement 
upon the United States to accept the 
proposal of that body as involving 
anything more than recommendations 
for its consideration.”

Answer: Get the chip off your 
shoulder, young lady. This is the 
first step for you to take in your 
effort to get things straightened out. 
No doubt you have had trying ex- 
periences with the in-laws who bleed 
your husband for money and treat 
you as an interloping outsider. No 
doubt the young husband is har- 
rassed and worried by being called 
on to help finance his father’s fam- 
ily when his salary is none too big 
for you and him. Naturally you 
resent having to make sacrifices for 
a crowd that doesn’t treat you with 
the respect due you. But over and 
above all your real grudges there 
is a disposition on your part to 
pity yourself, to assume the martyr 
attitude, and it will not only spoil 
life for you but for all those you 
live with. 


There is a better and more efficaci- 
ous way for you to make your hus- 
band consider your feelings and treat 
your family and friends with consid- 
eration. It is to treat his family as 
you would like him to treat yours. 
If you are sensible you will realize 
that the fact of his loyalty to his 
mother and father indicates that he 
has character and, as he sees to it 
that they lack for nothing, so will he 
see to it that you lack for nothing.

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33,465,000 Ounces 
Of Silver Delivered 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 20.—(@)— 
The presidential order commandeering 
the nation’s stocks of monetary silver 
has poured 33,465,000 ounces of that 
metal into the treasury. 

Secretary Morgenthau 
nounced this figure at 
business last Friday. 
649,757 ounces of newly mined silver 
had been turned in at the mints and 
assay offices during the week which 
ended August 17, bringing receipts 
from the mines to 11.521, ounces. 

Under the new silver policy. all 
silver received since June 14 is to 
be made the backing for new paper 
currency issued to the extent of its 
cost to the treasury—50.01 cents an 
ounce in the ease of nationalized silver 
and 64.5 cents for new mined silver, 


FRENCH AIR LINE 
TO SPAN ATLANTIC 
ON REGULAR BASIS 


PARIS, Aug. 20.—(4)—Start of a 
regular French all-air mail service 
soon between Europe and South 
America is announced by aviation 
authorities. 

Planes will start flying the mail 
across the south Atlantic on a sched- 
ule of one round trip a month, which 
will be increased to semi-monthly 
flights in 1935 and a weekly service 
in 1936, said General Victor Denain, 
French air minister. 

The exact date for start of the 
service, which will cut the air mail 
time between the two continents from 
a week to 3 1-2 days, has not yet 
heen fixed. It depends on pesgfection 
of mechanical details, said officials 
of Air France, the government-sub- 
sidized operator of the line. 

Land planes are expected to carry 
the mail from France down the north- 
west coast of Africa to Dakar or St. 
Louis, Senegal, where airplanes like 
the Arc-En-Ciel (Rainbow) or giant 
seaplanes like the Croix Du Sud 
(Southern Cross) will pick it up for 
the trans-Atlantic crossing, now made 
by boats. 

Plans for_an early start of regular 
service followed the last successful 
round-trip crossing of the Arc-En-Ciel, 
its second. Although the big tri-mo- 
tored model airplane, built expressly 
for such service, already is six years 
old and was supposed to make two 
more round-trips across the ocean 
before its acceptance by Air France,

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NEW YORK, Aug. 20.—()—The 
speculative deadlock tightened its 
grip on the stock market today and 
trading shrank to the smallest vol- 
ume in more than 12 years. 

In five hours of routine dealings, 
only 274,440 shares changed hands on 
the “big board,” the lowest since 
July 5, 1922. With a much smaller 
list of shares to trade in then, the 
exchange recorded a volume of 237,- 
000 shares. 

Price movements were mixed but 
the main drift continued toward 
slightly lower levels. The Standard 
Statistics Co. average for 90 stocks 
sagged four-tenths of a point to 71.2. 

Commodities diverted attention 
from stocks as grains and cotton 
rallied and live stock quotations con- 
tinued to soar. Hogs in Chicago; ® 
moved to a new top at $6.85 a hun- 
dredweight, the highest since Septem- 
ber, 1931. The Moody index of spot 
commodity prices reached a new 1934 
veak at 153.4 compared with 152.1 
ast Friday. 

Inaction ruled in bonds as well as 
stocks and a recovery movement 
tapered off into a listless drift. United 
States treasury issues were somewhat 
reactionary. 

Wheat reacted before’ the close | 
and finished only 1-8 to 5-8 of a cent 
a bushel higher. Other cereals were 
mixed, with barley extending its ad- 
vance more than 2 cents. A late up- 
turn left cotton 95c to $1.30 a bale 
higher at the finish. a 

Declaration of an extra dividend 
of 50 cents a share by Du Pont and 
resumption of dividends by Brooklyn- 
Manhattan-Transit failed to ripple 
the calm surface of the stock market. 

With the dollar firm in foreign ex- 
change dealings and bonds holding 
fairly steady, the stock market lacked 
the recent ir€lationary stimulus. 

Business news continued to present 
a mixed picture of sustained retail 
trade in various parts of the country 
combined with further seasonal 
slackening in heavy industry. 

Scattered liquidation in steel shares 
was prompted by the American Iron 
and Steel Institute's estimate that 
operations had sagged to 21.5 per cent 
of capacity from 22.3 per cent a week 
ago, the lowest of the year, and com- 
ments of steel observers that no early 
expansién’ in steel buying was ex- 
pected. | 

United States Steel preferred du- 
plicated its minimum price of the 
year on a drop of more than 2 
points. Bethlehem, American Rolling 
Mill, A. M. Byers and Republic Steel 
yielded for fractional losses.

Market Outlook

NEW YORK, Aug. 20.—(UP)—A 
stock market rise in the United States 
before the end of the summer of 1934 
is predicted by Major L. L. B. An- 
gas, London stockbroker, famed for 
market forecasting, in “The Coming 
American Boom,” published today. 

The gist of Major Angas’ remarks 
already were known in Wall Street. 
As soon as the book was published 
in England, where it was printed prior 
to the American printing, brokers and 
traders cabled London correspondents 
for copies. One Wall Street broker- 
age house ordered 50 copies of the 
original version shipped over and quo- 
tations were frequent in brokerage 
house letters on what Angas had to 
say about the American market. 

It has received favorable comment 
among financial traders here—partic- 
ularly those of inflationary views— 
but in England there has been criti- 
cism from conservative writers who 
do not approve of inflationary tactics. 


ADMINISTRATION TACTICS. 

Angas reviews the various recon- 
struction problems and tactics of the 
national administration and sums up 
the various plans in these terse state- 
ments: 

“The United States at the moment 
appears to me to be nearing the end 


of a period of reaction and after a

“Roosevelt's monetary plan, in brief, 
was ‘inflate, then stchilize’ and thus 
to correct one wrong without creating 
another.” 

“Since January, 1934, however, the

/soon bring trade, prices, and shares 


to higher levels in America.” 

“Many claim thgt in America ‘in- 
flation’ has already failed; the truth 
is that it has only just begun. It 
has, in fact, taken a year to prepare 
the groundwork for the great and nec- 
essary expansion of credit which is 
now being maneuvered.”

He treated the current situation

as:

INFLATION VS. REFLATION. 
Angas draws a definite line between 
inflation—wild issuance of printing 
press money such as happened in 
many countries—and controlled refla- 
tion which he views as the current 
American condition. He points out

“He will be a credit to the state in 
aby position and he will make an out- 
standing governor.” 

Dr. H. G. Atherton, Pickens county 
physician, presided at the meeting. 

“When we have honesty in govern- 
ment we can accomplish much,” the 
candidafe said. “When we don’t we 
can accomplish little.” Judge Pittman 
discussed in detail his own program 
of government, declaring that “Geor- 
gia wants a new deal in politics which 
will be in harmony with-the new deal 
in the social and economic structure 
put into effect by the champion of the 
er ay man, Franklin D. Roose- 
velt. 

“Put into this election your con- 
sciences and your patriotism, Elect 
in every contest men who you are con- 
vinced are patriotic, able and honar- 
able. If you do this, you need have 
no fear that Georgia will continue in 
a regime of corruption and despotism,” 
he said. 

“We have seen in this nation a revo- 
lution—a plan whereby for the first 
time the ‘little man’ is given recogni- 
tion, We have at the head of the great 
democratic administration a man who 
is nut the slave of special interests, 
money trusts, or corporations. 

: Masses Aided. 

‘He has brought great benefits to 
the masses of the people through the 
Tennessee’ Valley Authority alone 
which gave Georgia reduced power and 
light rates. He has given new hope 
and new vision to the farmer and the 
laboring man. 

“In Georgia, the president's part- 
time home, we have Franklin D. 
Roosevelt to thank for the present 
hopeful state of affairs and we are 
grateful to him. We know what in- 
creased prices for cotton, tobacco and 
other farm products mean to us here 
In an agricultural state. We are 
shamed that he cannot say of his 
adopted state what he said in Wis- 
consin last week—that the governor 
has given him the co-operation which 
he asked of the entire nation.” 

Judge Pittman pledged his adminis- 

tration to a full-fledged, hearty and 
genuine co-operation with the aims of 
the democratic party “through which 
we have obtained our’only benefits of 
recent years, 
_ “I pledge first to install honesty 
in our state government,” he. said. 
Honesty that is genuine and funda- 
mental, When we have that, we can 
accomplish much, Without it, we can 
accomplish little or nothing,” he de- 
clared. 

“I believe in a ‘poor man’s’ program 
of government. I believe in the prin- 
ciples of our forefathers who wrote 
the Declaration of Independence. 

“I believe in a program of govern- 
mental service which will serve those 
who need to be served—and not those 
who can pay bribes for services. 

“I propose that the ‘little man’ in 
Georgia shall have the $3 automobile 
tag and I propose that they shall 
have more of real benefits. I propose 
a tag tax of $2 or $3 for all. types 
of automobiles and non-commercial 
trucks—the trucks of our farmers, our 
merchants and our saw millers. 

oe propose to try to bring about a 
reduction in interest rates and I shall 
make every effort to exempt from tax- 
ation and make free from sale and 
levy of the ‘pony homestead,’ so that 
never again will be witnessed in Geor- 
gia the sale of the pots and pans, 
the food and clothing of a distressed 
Georgia family. 


“I believe in the protection of life 
and property of our citizens—and to 
this end I am advocating a state 
patrol to keep drunken drivers off our 
highways and to enforce the motor 
vehicle carrier laws; and I am advo- 
cating a restriction on the pardoning 
power of the governor, so that mur- 
derers and thieves will be placed in 
the penitentiary and on the chain 
gangs and kept there to pay their full 
debt to society. 

“I believe in giving the children of 
poor parents a chance at an education 
as nearly equal to that of the children 
of the rich as is possible. I went to a 
country school until I was 19 vears of 
age. I know what schools mean to 
the children of our farmers in the 
rural sections of Georgia and I have 
been advocating since this campaign 
started a state-supported school conten 
that will guarantee these boys ahd 


girls an equal opportunity so far as |: 


learning is concerned. 

“T believe in a safe and sane ad- 
ministration, and in the belief that 
through this we can have the great- 
est security, the greatest peace and 
happiness, I propose to do all in my 
power to see that the laws are en- 
forced and I favor repeal of the laws 
the people are not willing to respect 
and enforce. 

New Tax System. 

“I helieve in giving just and equit- 
able distribution of the tax burden, 
and have committed myself and my 
efforts to seek a better taxing sys- 
tem for Georgia. I believe we should 
live in our state government lives of 
unselfish service—that state officers 
should co-operate with county officers, 
that heads of state departments should 
live as neighbors and help to render 
to the people who elected them in good 
faith the service that they expect to 
get. 

“T believe in democracy. I believe 
that men and women and children can 
live together in peace and work in 
harmony for the good of the whole. I 
have confidence in the electorate of 
my state and in the men and women 
they will select to represent and to 
serve them. 

“Georgia is proud of uer_ past. 
Georgia is hopeful of her future. Be 
not discouraged and let us work to- 
gether for a return to the laws and 
the constitutional authority handed 
down to us by our fathers.”
